The Duke of 
Strelitz has had recoufe to the King of Swe- 
den and to the Duke of Zell Guarantees of 
the Treaty, and thofe Princes threaten the 
Duke of Swerin to fend Troops into the 
Bailywick of HME the Revenues of 
which were appropriated by the Treaty to 
the Payment of that Sum. The Duke of Swe- 
rin has fent toBerlin, to defire the Protection 
of the Eleétor of Brandenbourg [fo the 
French cali him, not havitig yet acknow- 
ledg’d nis Title of King of Pruffia]. We have 
Advice from the Province of Schonen, that 
4200 Swed2s are embark‘d there to be tranf- 
ported to Wifmar or Stralzund ; and ’tis cur- 
rently reposted thefe Troops are to be em- 


ploy againft the Dake of Swerin, to oblige 


him to give Sarisfa@ion to the Duke of Stre- 
licz. ‘We are affurd che Swedifh Troops that 
are drawn together in Pomerania, and who 
were to invade Saxony, are commanded to 
fufpend their March till they receive new 
Orders.
